Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  Sanitation  of 
Market  Rasen  Urban  District  for  the  year  1937.

TO  THE  CMAIRMAM  AIND  fVlEIVIBERS 

OF  THE 

MARKET  RASEN  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitation  of  the  District  for  1937  as 
follows :  — 

The  General  Health  of  the  District  has  been  good  ;  no  serious  epidemics  or  prevalence  of 
infectious  disease. 

The  Water  Supply  remains  good  and  sufficient,  though  hard. 

The  Housing  is,  generally  speaking,  fair  and  adequate.  One  new  house  was  built  during 
the  year,  by  private  enterprise. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  improvement  of  some  poorer  class  houses,  on  the  lines  I 
suggested  in  my  last  report.  There  is  room  for  much  action  still  in  this  respect,  and  I  hope  that 
much  more  improvement  of  property  will  be  carried  out,  otherwise  property  owners  will  be  faced 
in  a  few  years  times  with  demolition  orders  involving  them  in  serious  loss. 

The  Sewers  and  sewage  disposal  system  have  been  carefully  examined  and  considered.  A 
new  type  of  sewage  disposal  has  been  planned,  and  alterations  and  reconstiuction  of  some  of  the 
sewers  advised.  When  the  proposed  work  is  carried  out  there  should  be  no  more  trouble  from 
this  source. 

There  are  still,  however,  a  large  number  of  wet  and  dry  privies  and  middens,  which  have  to 
be  emptied. by  a  scavenger,  under  contract  with  your  Council.  With  a  new  and  adequate  system  of 
sewage  disposal,  and  an  adequate  system  of  sewers,  steps  should  be  taken  to  connect  all  premises 
at  present  served  by  privies  or  middens  with  the  sewers,  and  thus  improve  the  sanitation  of  your 
district  and  at  the  same  time  reduce  the  annual  expense  incurred  for  scavenging.  The  removal 
and  disposal  of  dry  refuse,  ashes,  etc.,  would  still  remain  ;  and  later  means  might  be  found  of 
dealing  with  this  too  in  a  more  satisfactory  way. 

The  milk  and  meat  supply  is  fairly  satisfactory,  and  those  premises  in  which  the  food 
supplies  are  prepared  or  stored  are  generally  good.  But  I  would  suggest  that  the  best  policy  for 
this  District  to  aim  at,  both  as  a  District  and  as  individuals,  would  be,  not  just  satisfactory  or 
good,  but  Excellent.

This  would  make  the  town  and  district  attractive  as  a  residential  place,  and  under  such 
circumstances  the  absence  of  manufacturing  industries  should  prove  an  asset. 

This  could  be  accomplished  by  a  far-seeing  policy  carried  out  by  public  bodies  and  private 
enterprise  in  co-operation. 
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There  has  been  no  changes  in  the  health  services,  Hospitals,  Nursing  Services  or  Clinics 
which  serve  the  District  during  the  year. 

A  detailed  report  by  Mr.  R.  J.  Campbell,  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  of  inspections 
under  the  Public  Health  Act  and  the  Housing  Acts  dnring  the  year  is  appended.
